% There is a cortain square Lmlnh of grass
overgrown by old trees, which has beoowme,
in the lapse of a century, holy gronnd-—lite-
rally a sort of God's acre—to the roupla of
Amoriea, It is the ground whers the deola-
ration of hwman rights was first given to the
strupgling nation as the basis of its future
life, over which the old bell obeyed the legand
that by a ourious prophecy it chnucsd to boar,
and Inimed ‘liberty throughont the land,
to all the inhabitants thereof.”

Heratofore Philadelphis has been content
to fuifill the trust confided to her, and has
preserved fho State House and this Square
intact, as, indeed, she is legally compellad to
do, the ground having been ceded to her by
FPennsylvania only on condition that it *‘should
be kept a public groen ferever.” Perhapa
she was not ignorant of the faot that it was
the possession of this ground and these old
buildings which nctually gave her rauk and
place mmong Ameriean cities. It has becomo
a Meoes; foreigners and Awericans alike
make pilgrimages to the old State House ne
the birth-place of Liberty. There is no spot
in the country se instinot with noble meaning,
or so suggestive of the hjﬁhut and purest
motives of our National life, We have,
unforiunately, too few of such Maeocas.
We are too hurried a people, too full of
the rank vigor and brute strength of
youth, of love of money, and intoleranca of
the old shapes of government and eivilization
loft behind us, te appreciate as we ought our
noed of a past. It is & noble thing to ‘‘make
history hand-over-hand,” but it is as noble to
understand and build upon histolhy. Our
lakes like seas, our thousand-more fields of
corn, our magnificent mushroom cities, are
matters to boast of only to & certain length.
They put health into our bodies and money
jn our purse; but if fields and cities were
stnmped with the record of a mighty Sut, of
heroic deeds or thoughts, they would serve,
perhaps, a nobler purpose: we would find in
them the ennobling and softening education
which now we lack, and become a wiser and
more thoughtful people. The nation who
reads upon its soil and its buildinga such
a8 bistory, lives in the constant hearing

of a loity poem., It inherits honor; it
knows itself of good birth—noblesse
oblige. 'The vague consciousness of this want

drives the most cultured class among us back
to Europe, to claim kinship, to root into old
ruins, to look at old houses. We are not con-
tent with our free institutions; to be only able
to brag of our hardly enrned liberty, or our
pork, or cotton, or iron-clads; we want our
share in Shakespeare and in Milton; in the
soil where Cromwell was born or Hampden
was buried. The signs of our own mental
history in the two great wars for liberty are
yet too close at hand for us to rightly read
their meaning; our hands are full; we are in
too great haste to settle the Mormon problem
or the tax difficulty to listen to any great les-
son which the past may haveleft for us. We
slight the few mementoes we possess, flont at
associations which foreigners coming among
us hold sacred. We are in the condition of
the vulgar school-boy who would make a bon-
fire of records which proved his inheri-
tance of nebility to warm himself and his
ignorant cnm{:‘amuns.

Especially 18 this the case with our frogal-
minded neighbor, Philadelphia. BShe has
tried for a long time to turn an honsst penny
out of the old State House and ground of
which she was left in oustody by the nation;
ghe fenced in the square with offices, and
even shouldered the poor old bell almost out
of sight with cake-stauds, Now, however,
the ground has become so valuable that,
although it does not in any sense belong to
her, she cannot afford to be honest about
it mny longer, and therefore proposes to
quietly squat upon it with her nest of criminal
courts, and blot it now and forever out of
sight. Hereafter we shall be unable to point
to the spot where Hancock read the
words which yeé echo through the world.
Philadelphia will substitute her own peouliar
annals. There the murderer Probst was
tried, and Haggerty broke from the Black
Maria; and there can a man rid himself of
any orime by straw-bail. Is it for so ill-fla-
vored a mess of pottage as this that she is
willing to sell ber birthright and ours?
The matier is yet undecid It is pushed,
we are told, by a few needy politicians who
own properly in the meighborhood of the
State House, We hope this is true, and that
there is enough wisdom among the peopls of
Philadelphia to prevent an on so disho-
nest to the nation and damning to their own
character for enlightenment or refinement.

THE ANTI-SLAVERY SOCIETY.
From the N. ¥. Worla.

Whatever may be our views of the intrinsie
righteousness or of the probable heneficence
of the fifteenth amendment, we can all at
least unite in gratitude that its passuge has
extinguished that singularly disagresable
sodality of saints—the American Anti-Slavery
Booiety.

The dissolution of that body affeots us with
an elegiao feeling as if an ancient monument
bhad thersby been razed. But, in faoct, the
gociety was only twenty-five at the time of ity
death. The physiologists, howevaer, and the
cosmetio-makers assert that “‘a frown is the
precursor of wrinkles;” and we may pro-
bably aseribe to the vieious temper of the
ombittered male and female persons, the
product of whose acetons fermentation wis
the Anti-Blavery Soociety, the promature
Loariness of that body, and be content in its
case to confound its venerableness with its
vinegar. And, indeed, its members have
managed to fill the whols land with the noise
of their meotings, and the buds of May in
this mefropelis Lave been blighted by their
brooding preseunce for now these many yoars,
until it is not wonderful that their finsl ces-
sation from tronbling shonld seem to most of
the generation which is now in the vigor of
life to be the removal of a life-long misery,

It is not necessary to asperss the motives
or even to question the procedures of the
original pmpLau of abolition in order to
feel and express a profound aversion for
their successors, who have now finally dis-
solved themselves into the baseless fabrio of
A vision. The influence of the pioneers of
that agitation, indeed, was rather indirect in
ewbittering the temper of the South than
direct in stirring np the people of the North
to war aguinst the secursed thing., It is true
that slavery has been abolished; but the war
which resulled in its abolition would have

been deferred for many years if it had been
pos until the sentiment of the North
sho have allowed it to De waged osten-
" aibly as « crusade agninst the service system
‘of the South, There was, to be sure, an
immense dislike of slavery among the people
of the North; dut thera “wag 5 #till
ptill stronger and still more honorable dislike

to the violation of ohartorsd rights and the
infringement of a national oomgwt, the keep-
ing of which was strictly our business, than
thera was to the domestic arrangements of
other States, with which it was eqaally olear
that we wore not ooncerned, and for which
we were neither in law or morals responsible.
Even when slavery was abolished mot one in
ten of the men who approved its abolition
was willing to avow himsell an aholitionist;
and the President who issued the Emanoipa-
tion Proclamation, to whioh the fifteenth
amendment is a supplement, was oareful to
have it understood that he was unsing o purely
mill mensure;—ao little had the labors of
the Autl-Blavery Socloty scoomplished towards
woulding the people juto their own way of
thinking—that slavery was a monstrosity to
be destroyed in any way or at any sacriflce.

But, whatever credit may atlach to the
men who organized the sentiment whiok the
soolety embodied, no sentiments of any other
than a ludicrous or n contemptuons sort can
be aroused by the contemplation of the coad-
jutors whom they found when once a mem-
imrahip wis no longer a candidacy for mar-
tyrdom, and who have been described by one
of themselves ns the

“Folke with missions, whoke gaunl eyes
Bee goldan ages rising,

Salt of the carth, in whit gneer goys
Thou'rt fond of crysialliziog,"

Their adherents were like the adherents of
David at the onve of Adullam, Evory one
that was in distress, and every one that was
in debt, and every one that was discontented,
joined himself and clave unto the standard of
Garrison. The young and yearning, the aged
and despairing, confirmed ocelibates of every
age and soured shrews of both sexes, de-
soended like a flight of locusts upan the
lyconms of the land. It is awful to refleot
that it is to this society we owe it that Wen-
dell Phillips hias been hindered from makin
a secluded home unhappy at the cost o%
devastating & nation, and that Wendell
Phillips is the spiritual progenitor of Anna
Dickinson. We have seen the society descend
from the lofty eminence on which Garrison
once stood and abode the pelting of the pu-
trid eggs of his countrymen, in really rather
a heroic manuer, to the abyss of degradation
in which Wendell Phillips crouched as a sup-
pliant and held a plaintive hat for the elee-
mosynary ‘‘chickens, boiled preferred,” of
his friends,

“Men are we, and must grieve when even the shade
OF that which once was great has passed away.”

Who will decline felicitating himself that
the Anti-Blavery Bociaty has spared him the
spectacle of a gtill deeper degradation, by
folding its hands and saying its nune dimittis
over tho passage of the fifteconth amendment?

HONOR TO WHOM HONOR.

A certain obseure and moribund coterie of
ex-agitators in a neighboring State will be
disgusted, no doubt, at Mr. Lloyd Garrison's
late letters. The Union League Ulub held a
apecial meetincgi on Thursday night, to re-
joice over theadoption of the fifteenth amend-
ment, and one of the chief features of this
meeting was a letter from the veteran Wil-
liam Lloyd Garrison. “‘Though identified
with mo political association,” says this
fumous chumpion of freedom, *‘I deem it
simiple justice to say that whatever has been
done, by political action and legisla-
tive enactment, to seoure this glorious
trinmph, has been done exclusively b
the Hepublican party, and by the Loy
Leaguers co-operating with it.” That is pre-
cisely what most people think, though it is
creditable for Mr. Garrison to award the sole
merit to an erganization whose fortunes he
has not shared. But what about the Phillips
faction? What about the Anti-Slavery Stand-
ard? What about the knot of tea-drinking
zealots who, under the defunct name of the
“‘Anti.Slavery BSociety,” persistently meet
every May in Boston, and, finding no other
“anti-glavery” topic to discuss, fall to abusing
Grrant, Congress, and the Republican party?
Is Mr. Garrison going to leave them oubin
the cold? #as he no crumb of consolation
for them? On the contrary, besides ignoring
completely their late herculean efiorts, Mr.
Garrison even exasperates them by declaring
that ‘‘President Grantis deserving of high
praise for the support he has given to the
claimlu of a long oppressed but now redeemed

eople,”

. The adoption of the fifteonth amendment
is indeed due to the resolute and enthusiastio
efforts ef the Republican party—or lot us say,
rather, of that party as the political standard-
bearer of the American people. It is one of
the proudest honors the party can claim, and
it deserves to enjoy it. Wherever the De-
mooracy has been In power the amendment
has been fought; and as it is a bright jewel
in the crown of the Republican party, so
it is a conspicuous and memorable trinmph
for General Grant that under his admin-
istration the great amendment has been
carried. Mr. Garrison draws a distinction
between the ‘‘moral struggle” which pre-
ceded the war, and the *‘patriotic duty”
which followed it. The former struggle, he
says, ‘‘virtually ended when the first Hebel
gun was fired at Fort Sumter;” but Mr., Wil-
son's speech here supplements the argnment
by ducrsring that it was “‘only in the light of
battle.fields” that we could see just where
the path of npational duty led. At all events,
the former justly declares that “*at last we
all stand npon the high plane of universal
liberty and equality before the law, so far as
cmq;ﬂ-xiunul distinctions are concerned,”
with ‘‘not a yoke to be broken," while tho *‘re-
sult of all this pannot fail to be unexampled
pence nnd prosperity.” The time will soon
come when the }ifu-.enth amendment will be
pointed at with patriotic pride by all Ameri-
cang, of &ll parties; and the honor of its pas-
?"’flu must go, in history, where the honor
is due.

anxleties and responsibilities, the combination
of diseases set In, a8 publicly and officially
snnovnced at the time, which caused hls sudden
death.
